Right Hungurable and my Noble Lord, 
| According to your Lordſhips deſize, have fully enquired into the Murther of 
- Mr. "Thomas Preflick, a rich. Sadler at Trim, and bave received this 
diſmal Relation - thereof from two of his Ghildren,, and one Jane Tucker 
then preſent with him, and ſeveral. otbers 'now lroing bere, that in the firſt 
Year of the late horrid Rebellion, about # Marth. bafare Chriitmas, one Miles: 
Reyley, and Captain Betaagh, with many of the 1riſhunder their Command, 
came to the perſonage Cale of Trim, inabich Mr. homas Preſlick, a we- 
ry ftrickt and Rgligious Proteſt ant of great and gaad Repute then lived, inte

upmwhich they immediately hanged him upon ani Apple-Tree , together with one 
James Hawkin, his Soz-1-Law, and one James Willſon, they themſelves 
wondering at his Courage. Of thereft, one Child was burned in the Houſe , 
ſome of the Men ſhot into the Garden, and the reſt brought with great Pageantry 
ſhouting and ſcoffing intq the Streets of the Town, having their Heads ſtruck 
off with an Hatchet. -One Mr. James Preflick a Miniſter, did by great Pro 
vidence eſcape out of a back Window, theybaving deſigned great Tortures for 
him. The Women were only #Fript ; one of which 1:2 puſh privately an triſh 
Serjeant off the Battelments into the Fire, where be was burnt; he having offer- 
ed Vrotence unto ber. Andſoon after, ſome of theſe Barbarous people beſet the 
Houſe of one Richard Morthington, near Trim, who with his Wife eſcaped 
in the Night ; they KilPd the Chililren, and the poor Mother returning the next 
day to bring away ber Children, was by ſome that ar plundering the Houſe, 
Strangled in ber own Hair, which was wery long. Theſe are the only 
memorable Murthers at that time committed here., but no Age nor Hiſtary can, 
T preſume, parallell- the horrid Maſſacres committed in this Country, and all 
other parts of this Kingdom, as is beſt known- to your Lordſhip, who was moſt 
1iraculouſly preſerved ws the midſt of thewr Bloudy Cruelties. '-I might Write of 
many other Barbarous Attions, which many yet living' can make Oath on ; but 
this is all at preſent to Command from , my Lord, your Lordſhips moſt Afﬀe- 
ttonate bumble Servant,
